(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  has  2  horse-drawn  refuse  collecting 
vehicles  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse 
which  collect  from  each  house  weekly.  The  refuse  is 
tipped  into  an  old  brickyard  on  the  North-East  side  of  the 
town. 

The  Council  does  not  undertake  the  cleansing  of  Cesspools. 
There  are  practically  no  ashpits.  Nightsoil  is  collected 
before  7^30  a.m.  on  two  mo rings  per  week  only.  Two  carts 
are  employed,  four  journeys  being  made.  The  pails  are 
washed  at  the  pit  and  sprinkled  with  carbolic  powder  each 
time  of  emptying. 

No  improvements  have  been  made  during  the  year.
